The reports emanating from Atos. 
where Toistol has been with a high fever 
for two days, have been conflicting through- 
out. The official Giagnosis as given by the 
attending physicians Tuesday night wee that 
Tolstol was suffering from an inflammation 
of the lower lobe of the left tung, but that 
no inimeédiate danger threatened. His heart 
action at that time was said to be good 
and hig temperature was precticaliy nor 
mal. 


Condition Is Called Hopeless. 

On Wednesday the attending physicians 
confirmed the original diagnosis, but added 
that the Inflammation was spreading and 
that the condition of the patient was critical, 
although not hopeless. Hie temperature 
during the night rose to 108,64 and he had an 
attack of bleeding from the lungs. Some 
time later it was reported that his tempera- 
ture had fallen to 98.4. 

Then came the report of his death, and 
finally a message from Astapova that he had 
successful passed the crisis of the disease.

Attorne General Wickersham today was 
angered by the attempt of the Imperial Win- 
dow Glass company of Pitteburg, known ae 
the window glass" trust, to blame the re- 


recent prosecution of the combine under the 
Sherman enti-irust law. The corporation, in 
a Statement issued at Pittsburg today, says 
the enforced dissolution of the company hes 
so exposed it to competition that the reduc- 
tions Were necessary to save profits. 

In a statement issued tonight the depart- 
ment of justice says the Imperial company 
was not a manufacturer of glass but Was 
only a selling company, Glaposing of the out- 
put of fifty or more manufacturers. 

‘During its ten months’ existence, says the 
department, the Imperial company made 
profite of more than $1,000,000, or 400 per 
cent. 

One result of the developments in the case 
probably will be that Mr. Wickersham again 
will take up the prosecution of the officers of 
the Imperial as individuals. He will insist 
that prison sentences, rather than fines, be 
the punishment meted to the directors. At 
the last prosecution the indfvidual defend- 
ants were fined §500 each and the corpora- 
tion $2,500 and costs. This, says the state- 
ment, would indicate a mistaken leniency 
on the part of the court, which it is hoped

hardly be regarded as dependent upon the 
continued existence of the combination.” 


Statement by the Imperial. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 16.—([(Special.]—The 
Imperial Glass company in its statement 
today said that when it was ‘ormed the com- 
panies entering into it were band factories, 
many of which were idle because they could 
not compete with machine factories. The 
Imperial, it said, Was composed of 60 out of 
100 factories In the United States. The first 
move, said the statement, was to increase 
wages 15 pet cent, and later this was followed 
by a 80 per cent increase, although the Im- 
perial’s profit was only 6and7 percent. The 
statement then adds: 

„Under the order of tne United States 
courts, the Imperial Glass company now Is in 
iiquidation. That will leave the various hand 
glass companies to compete individually 
with the machine factories. Already all the 
hand glass factories are shut down, with the 
exception of six. The others have notified 
their men that they can be operated oniy 
under the old Lake Erle seale, and that is a 
reduction of 56 per cent from the wages paid 
by the Imperial Glase company.”’

AN APPEAL AND THE PROPER 
RESPONSE. 

In the administration of the Jewish 
charities in Chicago a sum in excess of 
$300,000 is collected and expended an- 
nually. This year it is estimated that 
the managers of the charities will have at 
their disposal between $360,000 and 
$400,000. The appeal for the support 
of these benevolences and the need in 
their distribution is limited to approxi- 
mately 165,000, or not more than 175,000 


people. | 

The United Charities of Chicago, upon 
which claims are made regardless of race | 
or nationality, depends for its support on 
453 guaranteed subscribers. It has other 
sources of income, but they are not to be 
counted in advance as assets. They are 
problematical, if not hazardous. The as- | 
sured revenue of the organization inspires 
no confidence in the managers of the city 
‘wide charities that they will be able to 
meet their obligations. : 

This contrast is offered as a testimonial 
to the qualities of the Jewish people 
which set them systematically in opera- 
tion for the relief of their unfortunate, 
destitute, and deserving. Their sympa- 
thies extend beyond the confines of race, 
but they care for their own people. 

It is offered also for the even better 
purpose of giving to the citizens on whom 
the United Charities should be able to 
depend an illustration of the thorough, 
adequate methods adopted by a compara- 
tively small proportion of Chicago’s popu- 
lation for the relief of such as have just 
claim on it. 

It is related that a young man whose 
application for membership in a club of 
wealthy Jewish men was pending was 
counseled by his older friends. He was 
advised to reconsider! his desire for mem- 
bership. It was an expensive organisa- 
tion, they told him, and they questioned 
bis right to obligate himself. He, sur- 
prised, said that ‘his affairs were in such 
shape as to warrant his name being put 
up, and that financially he would be en- 
tirely justified. The surprise then was 
on the faces of the advisers. They did 
not find his name subscribed to the char- 
ities fund. The assumption naturally was 
that he could not afford it. They were 
pleased to learn that he could subscribe 
to the charities, and they would support 
his application gladly when he did 80. 

Therein also may be found a reason 
why the Jewish charities are manage! 
with such distinct success, : 

The United Charities has issued an ap- 
pea] for financial aid which must have 
its effect on every man conscious of his 
ability ‘to contribute to the success of the 
proper handling of a serious city problem. 
The impulse towards charity does not 
govern more strongly in the Jewish *ace 
than it does in the other races and the 
various nationalities of the city. Many «f

IS WAR ECONOMICALLY FUTILE? 

In Germany and England—and, indeed, 
in other countries——there are many peo- 
ple who live in fear of war. There are 
other persons in greater or less num- 
bers who wish hostilities to break out 
and who dream of foreign conquests. To 
all these, whether timorous or warlike, 
we can recommend the perusal of a book 
recently published in England and which 
will soon make its appearance in other 
countries and in other languages. It is 
called “The Great Illusion,“ and its au- 
thor, who is a Paris editor, uses the 
pseudonym of Norman Angell. The great 


state can inflict by warfare upon another 
an irreparable injury. 

Before modern times one country could 
by its armies invade another and subju- 
gate it by conquest. Each state was 82 
isolated by its own interests that no other 
force but the might of arms could harm 
it. But the conditions under which the 
world now gets on impose upon the lead- 
ing nations an interdependence of com- 
merce-and financial credit that makes 
war, even when it is so infrequently 
waged as at the present time, “an eco- 
nomic futility.” Wars no longer extermi- 
nate a people. Even heavy indemnities 
do not impose crushing burdens on the 
vanquished. Thanks to her astute finan- 
ciers, France recovered quicker from the 
war of 1870 than did victorious Germany. 

The author also points out that the tak- 
ing over of colonies by the victor in war 
would be of doubtful economic value. 
England, which is the most successful col+ 
onizer in the world, finds her colonies any- 
thing but a paying investment, and they 
Would be still more burden to a country 
like Germany. : 
| In the matter of indemnity, should one 
country demand a billion in gold from the 
conqu nation the victors would find 
their own bankers opposed to the exac- 
tion of the sum because of the world 
panic which would ensue. The book is 
not a plea for the abandonment of war 
for any sentimental or ethical reason, but 
is an attempt to show that under modern 
conditions it is an economic futility.

| prince's antecedents were, to say the least, 


of the stormiest character, and of such a 
nature as to exclude him from the courts of 
Berlin and Vienna, 40 bar him from the great 
world in those two capitals, and virtually 
to compel him to estah his residence in 
England, where, however, he did not ever 
manage to secure election to any of the lead- 
ing London clubs, nor admission to court. 
Among the shortcom! of the prince was 
an almost insane mania for gambling, which 
landed bim in all sorts of unsavory difficulties 
prior to his marriage, and which cost enor- 
mous sums of money to the late Collis P. 
Huntington, and, after the latter's death, to 
Princess Hatzfeldt. In fact the prince had 
difficulties of every kind in connection with 
his debts of honor; among them lawsuits 
with the Prince of Pless, who is a popular 
figure in London society, one of the richest 
nobles of Germany, and married to Miss 
Daisy Cornwallis West, sister of the Duch- 
@ss of Westminster, and also with Count 
Fuerstenberg-Herdringen. \ 
, — 


All his Hte long Frans Hatsfeldt was har- 
assed by creditors whose persecutions did 
not seem to deter him in any way from 
indulging in the most ridiculous extrava- 
gances, so much so that his name was for- 
ever appearing in the courts of Germany, 
of France. and of England in connection 
with monetary difficulties. His prowess at 
the card and roulette tables at Saratoga, and 
also in New York, furnished much material 
for gossip on this side of the Atlantic eight- 
een or twenty years ago. 

If his wife was received in England, and 
has made a position for herself in society 
it has been entirely as a clever and hand- 
some American woman, and not as the wife 
ot a thoroughly declassé and discredited 
Prussian prince. 

Those who recall pretty Emilie Leisset, 
probably the most popular and in the matter 
of conduct the straightest Haute Ecole cir- 
cus rider who ever has entered the ring, 
always have been tempted to feel relieved 
that she should have died on the eve of the 
date appointed for her marriage to the prince, 
succumbing to injuries received by her horse 
falling upon her, the pommel of the saddle 
being crushed into her side. 

Hatsfeldt was heart broken, and shot the 
horse. That he was in love with Emilie need 
not be denied, for no one could help loving 
her. But since he was not only penniless, 
but overwhelmed with debts, while she had 
no money beyond what she earned in the 
ring, and would have been obliged to sup- 
port him, any marriage between them must 
have turned out unbappily, since she could 
not have afforded to perpetually pay his 
debts of honor, and at the same time would 
have felt under the obligation to do so. 

The American born Princess Hatsfeldt was 
frequently invited during the reign of King 
Edward to meet him at dinner, by his direc- 
tion, but has not, 80 far as I am aware, ever 
been presented at the court of St. James, at 
any rate as Princess Hatzfeldt, this being 
wholly due to her husband. 
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Her father and mother-in-law, Prince and 
Princess Alfred Hatzfeldt Wildenberg, are 
still living, Princess Alfred being the only 
surviving daughter of the late Prince Joseph 
Dietrichstein, and aunt, therefore, of Count 
Mensdorff-Poully, Austrian minister in Lon- 
don. It was the letters addressed to Princess 
Alfred Hatzfeldt at Berlin by her sister, the 
late Countess Edward Clam-Gallas, wife of 
Gen. Count Clam-Gallas, one of the com- 
manders of the Austrian army in the war of 
1866, which enabled the Prussian headquar- 
ters staff to learn of the projects and plans 
of the Austrians in time to circumvent and 
defeat them. . After the defeat of Koenig- 
gratz Gen. Count Clam-Gallas was sent back 
under arrest to Vienna and brought before a 
court of injuiry. 

But the court was adjourned sine die, by 
order of Emperor Francis Joseph himself, 
who realized that while Gen. Clam-Gallas had 
been gullty of indiscretion in writing freely 
to his wife at Vienna, and that the countess 
had erred still more greatly in communi- 
cating the letters to her sister, Princess 
Hatzfeldt, at Berlin, neither the count nor 
the countess could be held guilty of any in- 
tentional treason. The general never re- 
covered from the imputation placed even 
momentarily upon his honor, went into re- 
tirement, was rarely seen at Vienna again 
and died a broken and well nigh forgotten 


n. 
The person most blamed in the entire mat- 
ter was Prince Alfred Hatzieldt, who had 
taken advantage of the confidences made to 
his wife, in intimate letters by her sister at 
Vienna, to communicate Austrian military 
gecrets to the headquarters staff of the 
Prussian army. At the time of this war 
Alfred von Hatzfeldt was merely a count, 
and it was only two or three years later that 
he received his reward by promotion to 
the rank of Prussian prince.

The complaint was filed by City Prosecutor 
George White. on information furnished by 
Detective Sergeant Charles O'Donnell who 
has been delegated by Chief Steward to clamp 
the ud on the i t songs and pic- 
tures with which the has recently been 
flooded. 


Bitters Concern Faces Charges. 

Another complaint was filed against Pond's 
Bitters company, 712 Fulton street, by the 
city prosecutor, the charge in this case being 
the issuance and circulation of a picture post- 
card that, while innocent looking in itself, 
becomes offensive when held at a certain 
argle. Both cases will be heard in the Mu- 
nicipal court this morning. 

The postofiice department has been enlisted 
by Sergt. O'Donnell in the campaign to lift 
the mora) tone of the picture postcards and 
of the songs that are being sung in the cheap 
vaudeville houses, and Inspector D. F. 
Angler of the postoffice department has 
promised that he will bar from the mails all 
gongs with a risque innuendo and offensive 
picture postals. The postoffice inspector will 
be furnished with a list of the songs which 
fali to pase the police censorship and the 
names of the publishers, who will be notified 
that he they cannot be carried in the 


malls. 
Many Copies Sent to Chicago. 
“Most of these songs, I find, are pub- 


lished in New York, and the so-called pro- 


fessional copies are sent to Chicago and 
other cities through the mails,“ said Sergt. 
O'Donnell. These professional copies are 
given free to so-called vaudeville artists, 
and they are expected to sing them. Some 
of them are offensive.” 

O'Donnell will make a round of the cheap 
yaudeville houses and listen to the songs 
that are sung, many of them with illustra- 
tions thrown upon a screen, and whenever he 
finds one that goes beyond the limits of de- 
cency, not only in words but in the acting 
of the persons singing them, he will imme- 
diately arrest the singer. 


U. S. SENDS GIRL’S FOE TO JAIL. 


Clay Bowsher, First Violator of the 
Mann Law Here, Gets Thirty ~< 
Day Sentence. 


Clay Bowsher, 23 years old; of Terre Haute, 
Ind., was sentenced to thirty days ‘n the 
county jail by Judge Landis in the United 
States District court yesterday afternoon as 
the first violator in this district of the Mann 
statute to suppress the so-called traffic in 
women. Assistant District Attorney Harry 
Parkin, one of the framers of the law, prose- 
cuted the case. 


Will Get One-Half of Fines in 
All Cases Prosecuted at 
His Instance. 


A. C. Wegner, a life insurance agent, & 
conducting a campaign against all life insur- 
ance companies and their agente who violate 
the state law by giving premium rebates to 
place risks. Already Mr. Wegner bas filed, 
through the state’s attorney's office, informa- 
tion in four cases in the Municipal court.

Mr. Wegner says the rebating prac- 
tice has reached large proportions in Chi- 
cago. This office will prosecute all cases 
brought to its attention.”

The four cases filed in the Municipal court 
are as follows: 

The Illinois Life Insurance company and 
P. J. Kane, agent; charged that on Aug. 15, 
1910, that Albert Bellstrom was offered a 
$1,000 policy for one year for premium of 
$16.30, being $5.46 less than the amount of 
the premium named in the poligy. | 

The Hartforé Life Insurance company, and 
L. P. Hasen and H. P. Johnstone, agentes; 
charge that on Aug. 24, 1010, the defendants 
sold a policy to Albert Bellstrom at a dis- 
count of $7.81 below the premium mentioned 
in the body of the policy. 

The Hartford Insurance company and H. P. 
Johnstone, agent, accused of selling Ida 
Waters a policy for $15 which was a dis- 
count of 34.46 on the premium in the pol- 
icy. 

The Hartford Life Insurance company and 
L. P. Hazen, agent, charged with giving John 
F. Goggin a rebate of $5.52 on a $1,000 policy 
in the first annual premium. 

The other suits which Mr. Wegner contem- 
plates filing, be said, would be of a similar 
character.
